AL  TON  TO  WN  REPOK  T.  1 3 

The  foregoing  report,  containing  a  synopsis  of  the  financial 
transactions  for  the  past  official  year,  we  respectfully  sudmit 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Alton  : 

The  increase  of  the  debt,  as  will  be  seen,  is  $6,746.45,  which 
is  accounted  for  in  various  ways.  Five  thousand  dollars  of 
this  was  hired  by  vote  of  the  town  to  complete  the  town  hall. 
Two  thousand  dollars  were  raised  to  repair  highways,  but 
owing  to  the  necessity  of  the  cutting  of  bushes  and  the  laying 
of  sewer  pipe,  the  appropriation  was  exceeded  by  $700.  The 
cost  of  breaking  roads  in  1893  and  '94  was  $1,444.56.  Paid 
for  text  books  and  school  supplies,  $-50;  expense  of  fitting 
up  room  for  hose  carriage,  putting  in  vault,  setting  curbing 
and  other  necessary  expenditures  in  and  around  the  town  hall 
amounted  to  about  $1,000. 

Town  officers'  bills  exceed  previous  years  owing  to  the  ex- 
tra committees  chosen  to  superintend  the  building  of  town 
hall  and  hose  house. 

Many  other  extra  bills,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report,  have 
made  our  expenses  unusually  large.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  School  Board  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  con7 
sideration  their  annual  report  for  the  school  year  ending  Feb. 
15,  1895.  There  have  been  thirty-three  terms  of  school  during 
the  year,  taught  by  fifteen  different  teachers,  one  male  and 
fourteen  females.  Whole  number  of  different  scholars  regis- 
tered, 230  ;  number  that  studied  arithmetic,  169;  algebra,  19; 
geography,  128  ;  grammar,  98  ;  physiology,  47  ;  history,  52  ; 
bookkeeping,  13;  composition,  62;  drawing,  30;  penmanship, 
220  ;  reading  and  spelling,   230.

Edith  V.  French,  teacher.  Number  of  scholars  legistered, 
18;  average  attendance,  16. 
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With  a  few  exceptions,  the  scholars  in  all  our  schools  have 
manifested  a  good  interest  in  their  studies,  and  have  made 
commendable  progress.  Our  teachers  have  generally  been 
faithful,  competent  and  true  to  the  best  interest  and  advance- 
ment of  their  pupils.  We  regret  to  say,  however,  that  during 
the  past  year,  as  in  former  years,  there  has  been  a  lack  of  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  parents  in  the  village.  In  the  grammar 
school  we  find  there  are  more  or  less  scholars  who  leave  school 
for  some  trifling  cause  and  are  often  sustained  by  their 
parents.  It  has  been  a  common  practice  for  boys  and  girls  in 
this  school,  as  soon  as  they  are  old  enough  to  earn  a  little 
money  to  leave  school  and  go  into  the  shop,  making  the  great 
mistake  that  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  is  of  less  value  than 
money.  It  would  seem  that  parents,  knowing  the  advantages 
of  an  education,  would  prize  it  so  highly  as  to  be  unwilling  to 
have  their  children  stay  out  of  school  a  single  day.  After  the 
town  has  made  liberal  appropriations  fcr  its  schools,  and  the 
school  board  has  furnished  a  competent  teacher,  it  h  a  serious 
wrong  for  parents  to  allow  their  children  to  remain  away  from 
school  when  not  absolutely  necessary.  Some  are  agitating  the 
subject  of  appropriating  larger  sums  of  money  for  the  support 
of  schn,,ls,  but  we  bel  eve  it  would  be  far  wiser  to  help  form 
a  public  opinion  that  will  make  a  better  use  of  what  we  now 
appropriate.  There  are  many  things  that  we  want  in  our 
schools,  but  our  greatest  want  is  punctual  and  constant  at- 
tendance of  children.  If  we  wish  to  have  our  boys  and  girls 
become  useful  and  honored  members  of  society  and  be  suc- 
cessful in  life  let  us  not  cut  short  their  school  days  by  allow- 
ing them  to  leave  school  at  the  early  age  that  many  of  them 
do  at  the  present  day.  We  leave  this  subject  to  the  careful 
consideration  of  parents.  The  most  of  our  teachers  attended 
the  teachers'  institute  held  at  Laconia  and  also  the  one  held 
at  Farmington.  We  would  urge  every  teacher  to  avail  them- 
selves of  these  opportunities.  These  institutes  are  designed 
for  the  benefit  of  teachers,  a  place  where  they  may  meet  and 
discuss  new  methods  of  instruction,  and  where  they  will  hear 
some  of  the  most  learned  and  able  educators  of  the  state  speak 
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upon  important  matters  relating  to  their  interests,  and  it 
would  seem  strange  indeed  if  any  teacher  could  not  gain  some 
useful  ideas  by  being  present  and  taking  part  in  the  meetings. 
The  registers  of  the  year  have  been  carefully  kept,  and  we  find 
in  most  of  the  schools  there  has  been  a  general  improvement 
as  regards  the  attendance,  cases  of  absence  and  tardiness 
being  much  less  frequent  than  last  year.  Four  hundred  and 
nine  visits  have  been  made  by  parents  and  citizens  during  the 
year.  This  is  the  largest  number  that  we  have  ever  been  en- 
abled to  report,  being  nearly  one  hundred  in  excess  of  last 
year.  These  visits  give  pleasure  and  encouragement  to  both 
teacher  and  pupil. 

Having  long  felt  that  our  scholars  needed  more  study  on 
the  meaning  of  words  we  have  bought  twelve  copies  of  Web- 
ster's dictionary  and  placed  them  in  the  hands  of  the  teach- 
ers. It  has  also  been  thought  best,  alter  consulting  with  our 
teachers,  that  during  the  coming  year  a  change  should  be 
made  in  out  readers,  as  they  have  been  in  use  so  long  the 
scholars  have  become  tired  of  reading  the  same  pieces  over  so 
many  times.  We  are  pleased  to  observe  that  many  of  our 
scholars  are  excellent  writers.  This  has  been  brought  about 
in  some  of  the  schools  by  teachers  training  their  pupils  to 
write  as  they  learn  to  read.  We  are  glad  to  state  also  that  in 
most  of  the  schools  when  visited  the  last  day  we  have  listened 
to  many  fine  exercises,  consisting  of  declamations,  essays  and 
select  readings.  The  importance  of  compositions  and  decla- 
mations in  the  way  of  forming  habits  of  correct  writing  and 
speaking,  and  in  teaching  fluency  and  confidence  in  the  ex- 
pression of  ideas,  cannot  be  overestimated. 

There  have  been  ten  schools  that  have  had  each  twenty- 
eight  weeks  of  school  and  two  schools  that  have  had  twenty- 
four  weeks  of  school  each  the  past  year.  Miss  Gate  of  the 
East  Alton  school  resigned  her  position  as  teacher  some  four 
weeks  before  the  time  for  the  term  to  finish,  and  as  it  was  so 
late  in  the  season  and  liable  to  be  bad  traveling,  it  was  thought 
best  by  most  of  the  parents  to  have  the  rest  of  the  term  kept 
out  in  the  spring.  Miss  Kelley,  on  account  of  sickness,  did 
not  finish  the  winter  term  by  four  weeks  at  West  Alton. 
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We  are.  now  able  to  report  that  all  the  school  houses  in 
town  are  in  a  good  condition.  The  East  Alton  and  Oilman's 
Corner  school  house,  and  the  Loon  Cove  school  house  have 
peen  thoroughly  remodeled  and  put  in  excellent  condition,  and 
we  consider  them  a  credit  to  the  town.  Each  of  these  houses 
have  been  furnished  with  new  single  desks  and  chairs.  The 
repairs  and  furnishings  have  all  been  done  at  a  cost  not  ex- 
ceeding the  appropriation.  The  annual  school  meeting  will  be 
held  Saturday,  March  10,  1895,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  all  voters  interested  in  the  educational  interests  of 
the  town  will  be  present.      Respectfully  submitted.

LIBRARY  REPORT. 


To  TPxE  Selectmen  of  Alton  : 

Gentlemen — The  Library  Trustees  respectfully  submit, 
through  you,  a  few  items  of  interest  concerning  the  library  for 
the  consideration  of  the  people  of  Alton. 

On  March  18th,  1892,  the  town  voted  to  accept  the  gift  of 
the  state  of  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  books,  and  voted  to 
raise  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  in  order  to  receive  the  gift  of  the 
state,  and  elected  Geo.  H.  Demeritt,  John  F.  Currier,  Waldo 
C.  Varney,  trustees. 

The  library  was  opened  to  the  public  on   Dec.  31,   1892,  in 
temporary  quarters  over  Labon    G.  Welch's  drug  store,  with 
one  hundred  volumes,  the  gift  of  the  state. 
The  amount  raised  by  the  town  was  expended  as  follows  :

The  Alton  Free  Public  Library  was  moved  into  the  library 
and  reading  rooms  in  the  new  town  hall.  June  9,  1894,  and  is 
pleasantly  located,  but  at  that  time  needed  some  extra  furni- 
ture, and  through  the  efforts  of  the  trustees  and  the  Alton 
Dramatic  club,  of  which  the  trustees  are  members.  The  fol- 
lowing articles  were  presented  the  library:  A  large  mantel 
with  plate  glass,  the  cost  of  which  was  $65.00,  brass  furniture 
and  rail  for  fire  place  at  a  cost  of  $20,00,  a  brass  guard  rail  in 
front  of  book  case,  the  cost  of  which  was  $25.00. 

We  have  caused  to  be  printed  catalogues  containing  all  the 
books  that  were  in  the  library  at  that  time,  at  a  cost  of  $35.00. 
We  have  only  sold  thirty  of  them  at  25  cents  each,  making 
$7.50,  leaving  the  library  in  debt  $27.50,  aiso  $8.00  for  print- 
ing cards,  rules  and  slips,  making  the  debt  of  $35.50,  this  was 
from  money  in  the  hands  of  treasurer  of  the  dramatic  club. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  other  members  of  the 
dramatic  club  for  their  assistance,  and  also  to  Miss  Lena  Car- 
penter, Miss  Ruth  Clough,  Miss  Ella  Fifield  and  Miss  Carrie 
E.  Moses,  who  have  assisted  as  librarians  without  pay. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Otis  Hinwand  for  her  gift  of 
96  volumes  of  Atlantic  Monthly,  from  188C  to  1893  ;  144  vol- 
umes of  Century  Magazines,  from  1882  to  1893;  12  volumes 
Scribner*s  Monthly,  from  1881  ;  144  volumes  Harper's  Maga- 
zines, from  1881  to  1893,  which  are  unbound.  The  trustees 
wish  the  town  to  appropriate  at  the  coming  town  meeting 
$65.00  for  binding  the  same.

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Whole  number  books  in  library  is  743,  number  of  books 
loaned,  from  Feb.  15,  1894  to  Feb.  15, '1895,  was  6,002,  re- 
quiring the  handling  of  12,004  books. 

The  business  of  the  library  is  steadily  increasing,  as  the 
journal  of  the  library  will  show,  and  unless  the  appropriation 
of  the  town  is  increased  the  patrons  will  soon  be  obliged  to 
read  the  same  books  over  again  or  look  elsewhere  for  their 
reading  matter.
